BEAVED THE EAIN, 


Marseilles, Nov. 21.—In spite of a 


heavy rain which prevailed all night 
and during the forenoon today, the 
streets of Marseilles were filled from 
an early hour by great crowds of peo- 
ple intent on extending a welcome to 
Paul Kruger, president of the South 
African Eepublic. 
At 11:30 a. m. 


the steamer Gelderland, carrying the 
noted voyager, not having been 
sighted, the committee having the 
details of the reception in charge an- 
nounced an adjournment until 2 p. 
m. Early in the day Dr. Leyds and 
Messrs. Fischer'and Wessels and the 
other Boer delegates 
boarded the 


launch of the captain of the port with 
the purpose of meeting and boarding 
the Gerderland outside the harbor. 
The sea proved too rough, however, 
to permit of their carrying out their 
intention and they were obligd to 
return. 


The scene at the dock was very pic- 


turesque. Every coign of vantage 
was occupied by 
sightseers- 
The 


landing stage was gaily decorated 
with the Transvaal and Pree State 
colors, the Preneh tricolor and shields 
be'aring the blue-cross arms of Mar- 
seilles. 


A red carpet covered the ground, 


forming a bright splash of color at 
the quay side* Decorations elsewhere 
in the city were of a slight extent, 
only a few flags being visible along 


vthe route which Mr. Kruger will 
traverse in going from the quay to 
the hotel. Senator Pauliat, the pres- 
ident, and other members of the Paris 
and Marseilles reception committee, 
assembled at the landing stage dur- 
ing the forenoon, and (behind them, 
drawn up in a long line, were delega- 
tions of various patriotic societies, 
with embroidered silk standards. 


The Sainte Marie lighthouse at the 


end of the breakwater served as a 
view-point for a large gathering of 
spectators, as the Gelderland will bo 
seen first from there. 


Numbers of small boats were flit- 


ting about the inner harbor, filled 
with spectators. Some of the boats 
were decorated with little Boer and 
French flags, but none of the steam- 
ers at the dock were decorated with 
bunting. 


Eain, which had ceased for a time, 


began falling again at 11:30, where- 
upon, in view of the fact that the 
Gelderlanti may not arrive until late 
this afternoon or tomorrow, the Boer 
committee announced that it would 
disperse until 2 o'clock. The delega- 
tions from the societies furled their 
standards and marched off and the 
crowds elsewhere in the town rapidly 
dissolved.

One of the turns of discussion in 


Colorado of the barbarous lynching 


of the negro boy Porter 
has to do 


with a revival of the capital punish- 
ment statute in that state. Curiously, 
Colorado people declare that the im- 
possibility of legally inflicting the 
death penalty ontheravisherwhowas 
burned at the stake is the reason that 
summary methods were resorted to 
by the mob. This will hardly answer 
as justification for the savage crime 
of the mob. 
Colorado never had a 


law that provided for a mode of pun- 
ishment so atrocious, If it had been 
merely the life of the little girl's as- 
sailant thai was wanted he v/ould 
have been gibbeted on a tree, That 
would have been an outrage of law, 
but it would not have been so shock- 
ing to every humane sensibility. 
It 


would in some degree support the 
claim pur, forth by many Colorado 
citizens that the death of the wretch 
v/as giving form to recognition that 
the state had been weak in abolish- 
ing capital punishment. There is no 
escape from the conclusion that the 
people of Lincoln county were moved 
by a mad spirit of vengeance which 
took a form more horrible than the 
crime which called it forth, 
It is 


related that before the execution a 
very large number of women visited 
the scene to behold 
the 
doomed 


wretch and the preparations making 


foi his terrible death. Without any 
stared exception these 
women ex- 


pressed approval of the means de- 
Signed lor the prisoner's taking off, 


The mob's work is itself the reason 


for believing that the possibility o> 
recourse to any law requiring his life 


would have made no difference. 
To 


revive capital punishment hi Color- 
ado will neither condone the Lincoln 
county savagery nor afford hostage 
for the future. 
It is seriously open 


j to question if capital punishment has 
any deterrent effect upon criminals 
of Porter's type. 
Not only murder, 


but rape, is punishable by death in 
several states, notably in the south. 
Crimes of degeneracy are of frequent 
occurrence in those states. 
Yet the 


fact of capital punishment neither 
detcis commission of those crime nor 
restrains the citizens 
from taking 


summary vengeance upon their per- 
petrators. 


Two stales, Michigan and Kansas, 


which have abolished capital punish- 
ment have been conspicuous for the 
mfrequency of murders and the rar- 
ity of lynchings within their bor- 
ders. 
The good of killing by law 


is as hard to demonstrate 
as the 


weakness of abolishing capital pun- 
ishment. 
It is not hard, however, 


to bring strong support to the belief 
that society might be spared the bru- 
talizing influence of capital punish- 
ment and better protected 
against 


the ravages of degenerate beings by 
applying the remedies plainly sug- 
gested by certain well known facts 
of criminology,

A LARGER CAPITALIZATION. 


A Philadelphia special dispatch to 


the Chicago Times-Herald this morn- 
ing says that if the legislature of 
the state will grant the authority, 
it is the purpose of the Pennsylvania 
railroad company to increase its cap- 
ital stock 'by $100,000,000. Discuss- 
ing the rumors of this action, a di- 
rector of the corporation said this 
afternoon:

next year some new stock, giving

announced the bare purpose to seek 
such authority, and the exact amount 
to be made at once available is guess- 
work. 


"It is hardly likely, as it is not de- 


sirable to keep running to the legis- 
lature, that an authorized increase oJ 
less than $100,000,000 will be asked 
for, 


"The extra cash dividend just de 


clared means, in my estimation, tha 
when earnings may warrant, from 
time to time, extra dividends will be 
distributed .to stockholders. As a 
matter of fact, I Scarcely expect to 
see an extra cash dividend next year 
With a new issue there will be more 
stock to pay dividends on* However 
with subscription privileges in tha 
year, stockholders must not complain 
if they don't get an extra 10 per cent 
iu cash.

TRIP CAN BE MADE IN LESS 


THAN NINE DAYS. 


The Fort Wayne Electric company 


is furnishing- considerable busines- 
to the railways this 'week. 
Yester- 


day -was an especially busy time in 
the shipping department. 
Besides 


receiving three carloads of machinery 
from the old Siemens-Hnlske works, 
in Chicago, the company sent out 
numerous electrical apparatus. The 
most important shipment of the day 
was a carload of electrical machinery 
and equipment, including a 4,000- 
light 
dynamo, 
to Crawfordsville, 


Iiid., where an extensive plant is to 
be rebuilt or equipped anew. 
The 


company also sent a 600-light dyn- 
amo to James McClug & Co., Alle- 
gheny, Pa,; a 210-llght dynamo to 
MusUegon, Mich., and a 1,200-light 
dynamo to Whitehall, Wis. Among 
the machinery brought down from 
the Chicago works to be immediately 
erected nnd placed in operation in the 
works in this city were an immense 
steam hammer, a big power driven 
punch press and a large gear cutting 
machine, -which will be used almost 
exclusively for slotting armatures. 
There is also sonic machinery in the 
shipment -which 
will have to be 


stored until the new shop is erected, 
there not being space sufficient in 
the present shop to accommodate It. 


THE RAILWAY CONGRESS. 


The railway congress is a •penna- 
cnt body in Europe, at least .through 


its executive committee. This com- 
mittee has offices at Brussels, where 
statistics are gathered and the 'best 
technical information, distributed to 
all the railways connected with the 
organization. 
The work of the con- 


gress is more largely technical than 
legal, since the relations of the rail- 
ways with tho public arc not the 
subjects c'f great friction on the con- 
tinent and lines in several countries 
are operated by the government. The 
committee at Brussels, consisting of 
some tlii rty—thrco members, maps 
out the program for the quadrennial 


eetings a long time in advance and 


assigns the subjects to be discussed 
to the 'best technical experts. 
These 


subjects arc taken up toy sections 
when the congress meets, so that a 
delegate interested in a special sub- 
ject is able to give his undivided at- 
tention to that subject. 
Such, ques- 


tions as railway accounting, the pre- 
vention of collisions and the manage- 
ment af runaway cars were among 
those considered at Paris. 
The lead- 


ing paper on each subject is usually 
distributed In print some time in ad- 
vance, so that those who differ -with 
tho 'Writer may come to the congress 
prepared for a thorough and intelli- 
gent discussion. 


Much o£ the .time at Paris w,-.s 


iccessarily -given to promoting social 
relations and the informal discussion 
between individuals, rwhich is often 
as valuable in professional iwork as 
the more formal public gatherings. 
The committee at Brussels will select 
the topics for the -Washington meet- 
ing, -but the entertainment will Iv 
chiefly iu the eliarge of -the inter- 
state commerce commission and the 
'American, railways.
